child to the end of his days. 
He killed his enemies not because he was a criminal, but because 
his childish mind could conceive no better way of disposing of those who interfered with his 
work or his plans 


To him life was work. 
And ue knew the value of 
his work and was conscious to the fullest extent of 
the great talent, the genius, that he possessed 
Most 
t of the great artists of that period. Michael Angelo. 
, Leonardo da Vinei. and Rafael, did not hide their 
lights under bushels 
Rut when someone crossed 
jCellini’s path he drew the dagger 
Blood Mowed 
I When he was lucky a powerful friend, a cardinal or 
* a prince Interceded for him. 
But there were occa­ 
sions when even ttie most influential personages 
found It ditflcult not to give him up to the hangman 
Yet even while in juil. in the shadow of the gallows, 
he planned and worked during every one of his 
wakeful hours 
His reputation as a ruffian equalled his reputatlou 
as an artist 
Ho talked as much of his ability with 
the dagger as of his ability with the chisel 
Indeed, 
he firmly believed that he had been destined by 
nature to the profession of arm s and not to the 
profession of arts. 
Women were much at'raeted 
to him. 
Strong 
women, like tin* Duchess of Florence, converted their 
attraction into hatred and Intrigue against him and 
opposed him in everything. 
But no woman, not oven 
£ the servant girl he married in his later years, was 
ever made happy by his love. 
He never allowed 
them to conquer him fully 
With the Duchess in his aims his mind was think­ 
ing of a block of marble out of which he intended 
to carve out his eternity 
Even while he spoke of 
his great love and passion he was dreaming of 
statues in gold and silver with which to perpetuate 
his name for all times. 
* That 
Duchess of Florence, really 
Princess of 
Florence, was no fool and she was a fine connois­ 
seur of art. Her husband, of the great Medici family, 
^ had Inherited from his ancestors an enthusiasm for 
1 art, but not their spirit of appreciation. 
The Prin­ 
cess had that. 
Even while she opposed Benvenuto 
she knew that he was superior to all the other artists. 
She opposed him chiefly because she could not con­ 
quer him 
Recause she knew that she could never 
be to him more than a second choice. 
His art came 
j first. She knew that if Cellini were forced to choose 
I between living without a woman and living without 
1 a chisel he would choose the chisel. 
» The Duchess of Florence swayed frequently be­ 
tween giving Cellini her heart and ordering that he 
should be hanged 
Freed from jail. Instead of repenting of hit deeds, 
Benvenuto Cellini ran through the street« and «aid

began to talk of the work he must finish and the 
work he was planning 
, 
It was hum iliating not to be able to make a man 
forget his art while he was in her arms. 
And yet, history knows the Duchess of Florence 
and the Duchess of Etampes. and dozens of other 
women of that period only because of the living in­ 
terest the world has maintained for four hundred 
years in Ben vnuto Cellini*» life and work 
Kings 
and Princes who had the power to order Colllni’a 
death are now remembered chiefly because they per 
mitted him to live. 
The lives and the deeds of 
powerful potentates have sunk into oblivion. 
Tho 
works of that street brawling firebrand grow more 
alive in tlie same measure with which grows our 
ability to appreciate his art. 
The Duchess of Florence once gino Cellini the key 
to her house 
That key opened for her a door to 
posterity 
“And then I went to Pisa." 
Thus ends the autobiography of Cellini. 
He wai 
sixty-two 
He lived nine more years, fathered several 
children, and died at the age of seventy-one. ta 
Florence, after presenting to the Church of the An 
nunziata a Christ of the whitest marble, set upon 
a cross of tlie blackest, under which he asked to be 
burled. 
Humble enough' 
But I am convinced that one« 
in Heaven. Cellini, ranting between work and th« 
adoration of angels, was heard to cry, "I am tht 
greatest man that ever died." 
And meeting the Duchess of Florence there h< 
asked, "Who are you. madame? 
I don't remembei 
ever having fashioned you out of stone or «live» 
You look as If Bandinelli. that bungler who callec 
himself a sculptor, has spoiled another block tf 
marble. 
The Duchess of Florence, you say? 
I re 
member you now 
What happened to that magnl 
ficent perfume bottle I once made for you? You 8A] 
I loved you once?
